Which thing hap- 
peneth through the ſpightfulneſs of thi 
7ews, who by reaſon of the moſt evident, 
manifeſt, and often:Prophecies of Chriſt, 
that are written in them, did hide them 
a long while.

that are written in them, did hide them 

a long while, At length the Greeks being 

very narrow ſearchers out of Ancient 
Writings, ſought theſe Teſtaments warily 

and got them more warily, and tranſlated 
them faithfully out of Hebrew into Greek, 

{ Nevertheleſs this writing continued yet 

q ftill unknown, becauſe there was not any 

man to be found that was skilful both in 

the Greek and Latin, nor any Interpreter 
that might procure the tranſlation of this 
noble work, untill the time of Robert the 
ſecond, ſur-named Grodſthead Biſhop of 
Lincoln, who ſent diligent ſearches as far as 
Greece,

rinue the memories of thoſe moſt lightſo 
Propheſies, to the ſtrengthning of the

by the help of Mr. Nicholas Greek, par 
ſon of the Church of Datchor, and Chap- 
lain to the Abbor of St. Albans, to the 
intent that by that means the evident Pro- 
pheſies, which ſhine more bright than the 
day light, might the more gloriouſſj 
come abroad fo the greater confuſion 
of the Iews, and of all Hereticks, and 
enemies of the Church of Chriſt, to whom 
be praiſe and glory for ever.
